Fowler, boond to 
St. Croix, in beating out of the East-River oo 
Tuesday last, miss-stayed, and went ashore on 
the north side of Governor's Island. It is sup- 
posed she will be gut off without da~=ge. 


Mr. M'c Intyre’s three boys, who were so im- 
prudent as to venture wpon the ice, one day last 
week, in the north river, we are credibly infor. 
med, were all found frozen to death on Sunday 
last, near Blackwell,s Island, ‘The tide carried 
them out some distance below the battery, and 
when it turned drifted them up the east river. — 
Thus, by an Mi-judged vemerity, they have dug 





for themselves an early grave, and pluoged in 
immeasurable distress their families and (riends. 


The English schr. Chance, Pernie, from Ha- 
lifax for this port, went ashore ou Sunday night 
the 27th inst. on the Great Rock, off Rye, about 
$0 miles up the East River; on the 28th she 
bilged, which compelled them to cut away both 
masts and to throw every thing off the deck, to 
endeavor to save the vessel and cargo. It is 
expected notwithstanding, that beth vessel and 
cargo will be saved. 


A few days previous to the Aurora’s sailing, 
from Nantz, an embargo was laid on Swedish 
vessels in all the Freach ports. The Coronation 
of Bonaparte was to take place on the 3d De- 
cember. The old story of Invasiou, it is said 
was still going on. 


The Traveller of the 221 Nov. gives an offi- 
cial occount of the captare of the Spanish fri- 
gate La Madre de Tados los Santos, trom Vera 
Cruz, by the British privateer Lord Melville, 
capt. Hutchings, oa her first cruize, after an 
action of five hours. —The British had 12 killed 
and 22 wounded. The Spaaiard had 40 killed, 
besides the 2d captain aud 2 passengers, aud 
70 nded. 


On the 22d ult. at the house of Richard Phil- 
lips Innkeeper at the Little Falls, was killed by 
the hand of Rafus D. Stevens, af the town of 
Fairfield, a man by the name of Philip Hender- 
son, a native of Ireland. The circumstances of 
this affair, as we have anderstood, were that the 
parties had quarrelled in the house, and that upon 
being parted, Stevens left the house, and was a- 
bout getting his leigh ready to gu nome, when 
Henderson followed him out and by some means 
getting hold of his whip, with the butt end of it 
gave him one or two severe blows over the head ; 
upon this a scuffle ensued between the parties, 
in the event of whica Hendersen was stabbed to 
the heart, with the sharp end of a file or rasp, 
which the other held in his hand, and shortly af- 
terwards expired. Stevens on the following e- 
vening was committed to goal in this village.
